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PROTECTION OF RESIDENCE DISTRICTS. 


“ A nuisance may be merely a right thing in a wrong place, 
like a pig in the parlor instead of in the barnyard,” says the 
United States supreme court in upholding the principle of 
municipal zoning ordinances. 
In this homely simile the court goes to the point of controv­ 
ersy in zoning. 
A nuisance should not be tolerated, but what 
is a nuisance in one place is not necessarily a nuisance in all 
places, and, because a thing is not a nuisance in one place 
does not necessarily give it proper standing in every place. 
The gasoline station, the automobile repair shop, the meat 
market, and the apartment house are convenient and even 
necessary, but residential districts 
should 
be 
protected 
against them, ex cept as certain blocks may be set aside for 
apartment houses in residential territory. 
In coming to its illustration, the pig in the parlor, the court 
gays: 
“ Thus the question whether the power to forbid the erec­ 
tion of a building of a particular kind or for a particular use, 
like the question whether a particular thing is a nuisance, is 
to be determined, not by an abstract consideration of the 
building or of the thing apart, but by considering it in connec­ 
tion with the circumstances and the locality.” 
The court ex pressed the opinion that regulations, the wis­ 
dom, necessity and validity of which as applied to ex istiing| 
conditions, are so apparent that they are uniformly sustain­ 
ed, a century ago, or even half a century ago, probably would 
have been rejected as arbitrary and oppressive. 
Such regu-i 
lations, it says, are sustained under the com plex conditions of 
our day, for reasons analagous to those which justify regula­ 
tions, which, before the advent of automobiles and rapid 
transit street railways, would have been condemned as fatal­ 
ly arbitrary and unreasonable. 
Along this line, with refer-j 
ence to time, the court reasons with reference to place, when 
it says that a regulatory zoning ordinance which would be 
clearly valid as applied to great cities m ight be clearly in­ 
valid as applied to rural communities.
